DEMOCRACY STILL PROGRESSING 


Churches, like most organized bodies of citizens, 
become conservative with the years. 
This may not 
have been true in the beginning of the particular 
church organizations, but the growth with time 
imposes the necessity of protecting the status quo. 
No one could charge that the Methodists in their 
origin were either themselves conservative or the 
fruit of conservative activities but now just at a 
period when Democracy itself is being held up to 
microscopic examination and being seriously ques­ 
tioned as to its value the Methodists are seriously 
questioning the life tenure of bishops and by large 
majorities in many sections of the country are de­ 
claring that the members of the episcopacy should 
be subjected to the approval of the General Con­ 
ference at least every eight years and those failing 
in receiving a majority should be returned to the 
ranks. 
Strange to say there are some bishops in the 
Methodist Episcopal church who have no objec­ 
tions whatever to this plan. 
They are the ones to 
whom private ranks have no terrors and to whom 
official authority has brought no realization of per­ 
sonal power and they have never profited by such 
power. 
These would be re-elected as long as age 
permitted active service. 
It is natural for men to 
love power. 
They do much to achieve it. 
They 
cling to it tenaciously and while in a church such 
power is usually sweetened and hallowed by re­ 
ligious teaching and training, it nevertheless exists 
and frequently is used severely, not to say auto­ 
cratically. There is much to be said for the value 
of church organizations the business of which is 
supervised by bishops. But there is little or nothing 
gained by the title carrying with it the thought of 
power that is incident to "orders” that could not 
be had by the labor of superintendents and in fact 
it it believed by many that it was an office of gen­ 
eral superintendent and not that of "bishop" which 
the astute and far-seeing John Wesley had in mind 
when, for the supervision of the leading Methodists 
of the new world, he aet apart men for general au- 


where trespassing cows have created an acute sit­ 
uation and precipitated some law suits.

Remus, the Cincinnati bootleg king who killed 
his wife the other day, reveals a curiously interest­ 
ing bent of mind.

It was a matter of principle. I am 
a man of principle. 
I never smoked, drank or 
swore in my life.

“Why didn't I run away? 
Why should I go 
about the country as a ftigitive from justice—a 
man with a price on my head? 
If you have a 
clear conscience, you have nothing to fear. 
A 
man who feels that he has performed a duty to 
society and that he has committed no moral wrongs 
would not run away from the consequences of his 
act, but would do just what I have done—give 
himself up." 
This self-righteousness must leave most readers 
gasping. 
The man who made and sold 800.000 
gallons of whisky, and made millions of dollars out 
of it, defying the laws of his state and country 
and conducting a business notorious for the rob­ 
bery, murder, perjury and other crimes associated 
with it, who has spent most of his time latterly in 
jail for his crimes, and who ends his notorious career 
by hunting down and killing his wife in cold blood, 
uses such language as the blameless Socrates used 
before the tribunal that condemned him to a mar­ 
tyr’s death. 
Remus's conscience may be "clear,** as he says. 
There's no accounting for consciences in this queer 
age. 
He may regard the bootleg trade as a virtu­ 
ous philanthropy, and hi-jackers as but little lower 
than the angels. 
But to call shooting one's wife, 
whatever her faults, "a duty to society” ! 
We give 
it up. This is a job for a master psychologist.

Both In acreage and ginning, the 
1927 figures are below those for 1926, overproduction 
in the previous year having tended to discourage 
planting. As a result the total crop for the country 
la 6,000,000 bales less than the preceding season. 
The superiority of California cotton is a special 
market consideration, and as the industry becomes 
more firmly fixed, especially as labor conditions are 
adjusted, acreage may be expected gradually to In­ 
crease. The establishment of cotton mills also should 
encourage the growing of this commodity on the 
W est Coast. 
That climatic and soil conditions are 
favorable has been well established by experiments 
running over a number of year*.

COAL SETTLEMENT 


State after state falls into line and settles the 
coal strike of the United Mine Workers on the basis 
of the wage agreement that prevailed for the last 
three years. 
That is a liberal scale. $7.50 a day for day work 
and $1.25 to $2.00 a ton on tonnage work. Miners 
caa live comfortably on that 
Whether operators 
can operate on it comfortably is a debated ques­ 
tion. 
Evidently they believe they will be more 
comfortable on that basis than with idle mines. 
Morally it is a victory for the strikers. 
Prac­ 
tically it is a victory for nobody. 
The miners 
have had their savings, and the operators their 
profits, eaten up by overhead charges during the 
idle period. 
The industry emerges without any 
public grievance against it this time, because on the 
whole the public has not suffered directly from the 
strike. But it is bad enough to have the same old 
situation perpetuated. 
Nothing fundamental is settled. 
The fact that 
American industry could live through a six months' 
strike of the soft coal industry shows more clearly 
than ever how over-manned and over-mined that 
industry is. 
As long as it can produce in half a 
year enough coal for a whole year, there is bound 
to be a big waste of man-power and money-power. 
Some day,^ perhaps, an industrial statesman will 
come along and find some way of employing only 
enough mines and men to keep them working con­ 
tinuously. Or else work of a different sort may be 
provided for the miners half the time, if their 
mums must have seasonal periods of idleness. But 
bo solution is yet in sight.

PRACTICE, REASON AND AUTOMATISM—THESE 
ARE MENTAL FACTORS OF PAR GOLF 


Dr. Theodore B. Hyslop, the well-known British 
neurologist, lists practice, automatism, and reason, 
as the three mental factors necessary to produce 
par golf. 
Automatism la reached only by practice. 
When 
automatism becomes perfect, 
reason 
can 
assert 
itself without encumbrances, 
He defines golf as a mental and physical com­ 
plex In which the complicated 
mechanism 
should 
run perfectly, freely, smoothly, and 
automatically, 
while the mind should be free to exercise Its higher 
functions of control and guidance. 
Fatigue Hurts Game 
Fatigue of mind or of body is not conducive to 
good golf. 
Mental stability varies according to the 
physical condition of the person concerned. 
When we are very tired we become Irritable and 
slightly unbalanced. 
When the golf professional is 
very tired during match play he 
"blows 
up” 
or 
“cracks.” 
The tendency of the nerve cells to recover rapidly 
from fatigue is great, and it is possible for the 
golfer to recover his poise, but as has been noted 
by many great players, the interval period between 
“blow ups” or “cracks” tends to become shorter and 
shorter aa the match goes on. 
Jones Learn* Lesson 
Bobby Jones wrote recently that he used to walk 
rapidly up to the green after approaching and putt 
at once. 
Nowadays he delays after his arrival on 
the green, studying the line of his putt, but also re­ 
covering his breath, because he is a rapid walker. 
Dr. Hyslop recommends a condition 
of 
cheerful 
optimism as less harmful than 
one 
of 
extreme 
timidity. Unfortunately there are many golfers who 
ler their mental states become clearly apparent to 
other members of their foursome. 
The wise player will not permit the pessimism of 
his partner or of his opponents to destroy his own 
confidence. 
“A good sportsman,” says the British 
authority, “will never be found guilty of assuming 
a mental attitude calculated to influence the mental 
stance of hie partner.” 
Th* Golden Mean 
Of course, optimism may be so exuberant as 
to 
produce an actual egomania, or as the golfer would 
phrase it, a “plus four” attitude. 
On 
the 
other 
hand pessimism or self-depreciation may extend to 
actual melancholia, with a devil-m ay-care attitude 
that results in wild swinging. 
Each of the circumstances th at arise should be 
taken as it comes. 
Such a philosophic attitude is 
good advice not only for golf but for mental hygiene 
in general. 
“To have one’s equilibrium disturbed by events 
of the past, circumstances of the present, or pos­ 
sibilities of the future Is a tacit acknowledgement 
of weak-mindedneaa which bodes 111 for th* effec­ 
tiveness of immediate action.”

Mrs. Rogers would be more prac­ 
tically occupied in working for the 
ratification by her own state of the 
child-labor amendm ent already sub­ 
mitted.
